REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner required that Applicants elect for further 
prosecution in the application a single invention from the following four individual groupings 
of claims: 

I. Claims 1-7, 10, 15, 18-23, and 26-33, drawn to a starch, classified in class 

536, subclass 102; and 

II. Claims 8, 16, 24, and 34, drawn to a gypsum slurry, classified in class 
106, subclass 772; and 

III. Claims 9, 17, 25, and 35, drawn to a gypsum wallboard ("drywall"), 
classified in class 52, subclass 344+. 

IV. Claims 36-45, drawn to a method of making a starch composition, 
classified in class 106, subclass 125.1. 

In the Office Action, Applicants note that claims 11-14 were not included in 
the four individual groupings of claims. For the purposes of this response, Applicants have 
assumed that claims 11-14 are included in Group I based on their dependency to claim 10. 

Responsive to the above-mentioned restriction requirement and subject to the 
following, Applicants provisionally elect the invention recited in Group I . claims 1-7, 10, 1 1- 
15, 18-23, and 26-33, without traverse. 

Applicant reserve the right to prosecute the unelected and other claims in 
future applications, where appropriate. Although the Examiner has not identified any claim 
as being generic, responsive to this requirement, Applicants note that upon the allowance 
of a generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional 
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species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all limitations of the 
allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141.
